

Commercial m rate reducttons confirmed

Town of Didsbury CAO Evan 
Parliament confirmed last week 
that council has approved a series 
of mill rate reductions for the 
commercial sector. 

In 1995, the commercial (or 
‘non-residential) mill rate was set 
at 19.44 mills. Reductions are 
planned to reduce that number 
by 2 mills each year for the next 
four years. The reductions will 
begin in 1996, with this year’s 
mill rate to be set at 17.44 mills. 

“The residential mill rate is 
11.42, so you can see the differ¬ 
ence between the two,” Parlia¬ 


ment said. “Our policy is to bring 
the residential and non-residen¬ 
tial mill rate closer.” 

In addition to eliminating 
the discrepancy between resi¬ 
dential and non-residential 
mill rates, it is hoped that by 
bringing the mill rate in line 
with neighboring communi¬ 
ties’, a more even playing field 
on the tax front will enhance 
the potential to attract addi¬ 
tional commercial investors 
and new businesses to Dids¬ 
bury. 

The residential mill rate will 
not be affected. 


“The main priority in coun¬ 
cil’s budget deliberations for 1996 
was to address this commercial 
mill rate,” Parliament said. 
“Some people will say, ‘Well, 
that’s fine and dandy for the com¬ 
mercial sector, but what about 
Joe Resident, what about Joe 
Taxpayer who owns a house; why 
aren’t they reducingmy mill rate?’ 
Well, the mill rate in Didsbury is 
two mills higher than Olds, but I 
think we’re comparable, consid¬ 
ering we’ve got an indoor swim¬ 
ming pool, that we’ve built a new 
[sewage] lagoon and we’ve got 
tremendous assets in Didsbury. 


We’ve got some infrastructure 
that Olds doesn’t have, plus Olds 
is almost double the size. We feel 
the residential tax rate is com¬ 
parable to other municipalities, 
but our commercial needs work. 
The other thing is, we don’t 
have a business tax, unlike Cal¬ 
gary, for example, and we don’t 
have a Machinery and Equip¬ 
ment (M and E) Tax. We assess 
for M and E, but we don’t tax 
for M and E.” 

“We’re very committed to 
this,” Parliament concluded, 
“We’re saying, ‘Let’s do the right 
thing; let’s do what’s needed.’”

How committed are 
Didsburians to controlling 
the amount of garbage flood¬ 
ing landfill grounds? 

Council wants feedback 
on how citizens would re¬ 
spond to the introduction of 
a ‘bag-tag’ system which 
would introduce a measure 
of control over the number 
of bags of garbage set out 
for pick up by town resi¬ 
dents. 

Initially suggested by the 
Didsbury Environmental 
Advisory Board, the pro¬ 
posed system mirrors many 
already set in place by other 
communities. Individual 
households would be lim¬ 
ited to a set number of bags 
of garbage granted ‘free’ 
pick up, with extras requir¬ 
ing a special tag (sold for an 
as-yet unspecified fee) to be 
attached to allow pick up by 
garbage personnel. 

Coun. Dolha acknowl¬ 
edged that episodes of gar¬ 
bage-dumping in 

neighboring trash cans 
might increase at the out¬ 
set, but maintained that 
resistance would eventually 
decrease. 

“It’s a viable way of get¬ 
ting a handle on what’s go¬ 
ing into our landfill,” he 
said. 

Operational Services 
C.E.T., Wes Yeoman said 
feedback on the idea, both 
for and against, was both 
expected and welcomed as 
it will help town staff de¬ 
velop a workable system.

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Lifestyles computer thieves plead guilty 


A group of youths accused of 
involvement in the January 18th 
break and enter at the Didsbury 
Outreach School pled guilty in 
court last week. The youths can¬ 
not be identified pursuant to the 
Young Offenders Act. 

Of the 12 items stolen from the 
school (eight computers, two 


printers, one television and one 
VCR) only the television was re¬ 
covered. Airdrie RCMP members 
retrieved the TV from the side of 
the road where it had been 
dumped after the vehicle carry¬ 
ing the stolen goods broke down 
near Airdrie. All the stolen items 
were transferred from the disa¬ 


bled truck to a car, but the televi¬ 
sion was left behind when it 
wouldn’t fit into the second vehi¬ 
cle. 

Including the cost of repairing 
the damaged door where entry to 
the school was gained, the total 
amount replacement value of the 
stolen items was estimated to be 


$10,447. 

Presiding judge W. N. Gilbert 
ordered pre-disposition reports on 
the youths to gain insight into 
their backgrounds before com¬ 
mencing with sentencing proce¬ 
dures. The pre-disposition report 
results are expected on or by April 
10 .

Town council notes 


Two delegations appeared be¬ 
forecouncil last Tuesday evening. 
Theatre Didsbury representatives 
presented a cheque for $800 to 
the town to be applied to the pur¬ 
chase of new stage curtains in the 
Memorial Complex Multi-purpose 
room. The second delegation, rep¬ 
resented by Claude Baril, was the 
Historical Tour and Tea faction. 
Council learned that the group 
raised $375 which they plan to 
use to purchase four custom ‘his¬ 
torical’ signs for house-tour ar¬ 
eas. Baril said that other areas 


interested in similar signage 
could approach the Historical 
Tea and Tour group for fund¬ 
raising suggestions. He ex¬ 
plained the group would pay 
for their own signs, but asked 
the town to mount them. 
Mayor Lea said the group’s 
proposal would be considered 
and they would be notified 
when a decision had been 
made. 

Permission was granted for a 
Ride for Life event later this year 
as requested by the Heart and 


Stroke Foundation. 

Addressing the fact that the 
original agreement between the 
Town of Didsbury and the Dids¬ 
bury Lions Club expired on De- 
cember31,1994, council approved 
a new recycling agreement origi¬ 
nated by Wes Yeoman. 

Tabled pending further re¬ 
search at the last regular council 
meeting, a request by the Pre¬ 
ventative Program Coordinator 
for $175 to partially cover the 
cost of staging Quest Theatre’s 
production of‘Willa and Sam’ was 


denied when the motion was de¬ 
feated. 

A user policy covering usage of 
the Memorial Complex multi-pur¬ 
pose room was adopted by coun¬ 
cil. 

Letters of apology sent by 
youths involved in the Septem¬ 
ber, 1995 arena break and enter 
were received and acknowledged 
by council. A letter from a local 
resident commending the town 
for adoption of the new snow re¬ 
moval bylaw was also received 
and acknowledged.

Per pupil funding In 
decline 


Recent statistics lookingat real 
full-time spending per pupil in 
public and elementary schools 
across Canada show an interest¬ 
ing picture. The figures are pro¬ 
vided in terms of constant dol¬ 
lars, that is, taking into account 
inflation. 


What they show is that in 
Alberta, between 1985/86 and 
1995/96, per pupil funding de¬ 
clined 14.16 per cent. No other 
province showed a decline. The 
closest to Alberta was Sas¬ 
katchewan with a 3.16 per cent 
increase.

The public opinion

This has been a year of continual change as we 
endeavour to move the focus of health from facility 
based to a mode of care where it is needed, whether 
that be at home or in continuing care of acute care 
in an institution. Government thrust continues to 
be to move from institutional 
care to community care, per¬ 
sonal care and prevention, 
while always maintaining ac¬ 
cess to whatever care is 
needed on a timely basis. 

Changes had to be made and 
we are finding many ways to 
be more efficient with the 
dollars available, while still 
maintaining quality health 
care. 

In Health Authority 5 we 
chose to build on the strength 
of the previous health sys¬ 
tem and work to improve it as we regionalized. Our 
region consists of five districts which are Didsbury, 
Three Hills, Hanna, Drumheller and Strathmore. 
All had acute care facilities, long term care facilities 
and home care and community health systems in 
place. We have chosen to amalgamate these into 
district health services centres from which all serv¬ 
ices will be delivered through a teamwork ap¬ 
proach. It has been a difficult time for staff and 
management as these changes occur, especially on 
home care and community care because their areas 
were broken up and moved to different regional 
health authorities. In many areas renovations have 
to be done to move all the disciplines into one 
service centre enabling better communication and 
cooperation among the staff for the smooth flow of 
care to the individual and between different as¬ 
pects of this system. 

Medical staff, and the board, continue to work 
together in the setting of standards for care and 
ensuring they are maintained throughout the re¬ 
gion. Over the last year a tremendous amont of 
work has been done to assess the needs of the 
community. We started out by compiling all the 
services and programs we have in the region, moved 
to determine the health status of the region, and 
then identified areas of need and ways to meet 
them. As we continue to evaluate the information 
we are receiving we hope to be able to target specific 
areas, groups of people or identified health prob¬ 
lems. Different areas and different age groups all 
have different health concerns. The challenge is to

identify needs and then to focus appropriate 
programs to meet them. History shows that it is 
not crisis intervention that improves the health 
of the community but factors like good water, 
proper nutrition, less poverty, immunization 
programs as well as individual personal respon¬ 
sibility. Our vision is healthy individuals in a 
healthy community. 

There has been a long 
debate over the selection of 
board members, by appoint¬ 
ment or by the election proc¬ 
ess. We presently have a 
board appointed by the Min¬ 
ister of Health, and boards 
will continue to be ap¬ 
pointed until 1998. In June 
of this year there will be 
new boards established for 
the next two years. An in¬ 
terned committee with rep¬ 
resentation from the Al¬ 
berta Association of Municipal Districts and Coun¬ 
ties and the Alberta Urban Municipalities Associa¬ 
tion will review the nominations and make recom¬ 
mendations to the minister who will appoint the 
new boards. Board members now serving may 
submit their names for re-appointment if they 
wish. The call for nominations should be out soon. 
When elections are held in the fall of 1998 to elect 
two thirds of the board members, a new ward 
system will have been set up to accommodate this. 
One third of the board will still be appointed. Often 
we are asked about what we are paid as a board 
member. The government set out guidelines before 
the authorities were in place, setting remuneration 
rates for meetings. In Region 5 we have a regular 
board meeting once a month plus about one com¬ 
mittee meeting per month. Our board believes we 
need to practice the delivery of our part in the 
system in a cost effective manner. 

Hopefully over the next couple of years we will 
be able to follow through on our three-year busi¬ 
ness plan, which was updated in January 1996, and 
see the completion of many of the plans and projects 
currently under way. Health care will never be 
static. Changes will have to be made continu¬ 
ally. The challenge is to be able to get the infor¬ 
mation we need to make the proper decisions 
through communication with the people involved 
and together move ahead to a better health 
system which is responsible first to meeting the 
needs of the individual in an appropriate and 
timely manner. 


We stand on guard tor thee

On the night before Quebec's 
referendum Ms. Hanna reflected 
on the significance of federalism 
for protection and preservation of 
the environment and natural re¬ 
sources. 

I had the food furtune to be in 
Ottawa and Quebec over referen¬ 
dum weekend. 

On the Sunday night before ’R’ 
day, a dozen of us went to Parlia¬ 
ment Hill, expecting to find a vigil 
we could join to show our support 
for the country. Disappointed to 
discover only a few dispersed flag 
wavers and horn blowers we made 
our way up behind the majestic 
buildings to the lookout facing 
across the Ottawa River to Hull, 

Quebec. We stood there for a 
while, some in quiet reflection 
and others discussing the par¬ 
ticular poignancy of the view. As 
the night chill set in, we gravi¬ 
tated toward a single shoulder- 
to-shoulder circle. I asked where 
people were from. It turned out 
that we had every province and 
territory represented by someone 


who either lived there now or had 
spent part of their life in resi¬ 
dence there. Feeling part of this 
incredible country, we wordlessly 
reached out, joined hands and 

sang Oh Canada.in three-part 

harmony. 

The fallout of the close 'No' 
Victory was quick and predict¬ 
able with respect to "harmoniza¬ 
tion". Within days, a Southam 
News/Angus Reid poll found that 
while 50% of those living outside 
Quebec oppose the transfer of 
specific powers to Quebec, 71% of 
those said they supported the 
transfer if all the provinces get 
the same deal. 

Federal Environment Minis¬ 
ter Sheila Copps has been fight¬ 
ing off the greedy pack of provin¬ 
cial envoronment ministers, led 
by our very own Ty Lund, who 
are using the referendum out¬ 
come to demand their brand of 
harmonization - that is, that Ot¬ 
tawa hand over authority for cur¬ 
rently shared areas like water, 
air and natural resources. We 
need only look at the Oldman 
River Dam here in Alberta for an 
example of how well the province

Safety first 

Dear Editor: 

The registered nurses (R.N.) 
of the Drumheller area have grave 
concerns regarding the major 
changes which have occurred and 
will continue to occur in local 
health services. The government 
has given regional boards the au¬ 
thority to target R.N. position cuts 
as an expedient means to health 
care budget reduction. This, in 
our opinion, is a short-sighted and 
potentially dangerous plan. Our 
hospital has already implemented 
a large degree of care mixing re¬ 
sulting in lesser trained staff pro¬ 
viding for your care instead of an 
R.N. Region Five has requested 
public input regarding the future 
restructuring of patient care. We, 
as your registered nurses, wish to 


assist you in understanding what 
care mixing means in the ongoing 
restructuring in our Region. To 
do this we will: define care mix¬ 
ing, describe levels of your care 
givers education and present our 
concerns. 

Care mixing is a mixture of the 
numbers of available personnel 
at each skill level. Skill levels, or 
levels of education are as follows: 
N.A. - Nursing attendant requir¬ 
ing no specific post secondary edu¬ 
cation. Minimum grade 10 educa¬ 
tion required. P.C.A. - Personal 
care attendant. Minimum grade 
10 education. No hospital employ¬ 
ment required to begin the homee 
study PCA course. L.P.N. - 
Licenced Practical Nurse. Grade 
12 general high school diploma 


with a 54-week course at a voca¬ 
tional college. R.N. - Registered 
Nurse. Grade 12 advanced high 
school diploma with a 24-36 
month post secondary diploma 
in a government accredited 
school of nursing. B.Sc.N. - 
Bachelor of Science in Nursing. 
Grade 12 advanced high school 
diploma with a four year uni¬ 
versity degree. 

Our concerns are based on pa¬ 
tient safety. Registered nurses are 
qualified, based on our extensive 
formal and clinical education, to 
provide appropriate management 
of critical care clients and ongo¬ 
ing client education. A rural hos¬ 
pital requires enough R.N.s on 
every shift to provide these serv¬ 
ices to all our clients; especially, 


but not exclusively to emergent 
and unstable clients. Our concern 
is that you are not receiving the 
appropriate ratio of R.N.s in the 
care mixing. 

Some plausible examples in¬ 
clude: Who will assess your wheez¬ 
ing exhausted asthmatic child if 
the only available R.N. is admin¬ 
istering blood to a man with a 
bleeding ulcer? Who will provide 
critical assessment to an auxil¬ 
iary patient having chest pain at 
five o'clock in the morning when 
the only available R.N. is in the 
nursing home administering in¬ 
jectable medication (only they and 
BScN's are qualified to do) to an 
ill resident there? Who will be 
watching your father's heart 
rhythm at three o'clock in the 


morning if the only available R.N. 
has been called to E.R. to assist 
the L.P.N. with an unstable cli¬ 
ent? 

All these situations are po¬ 
tentially dangerous with the 
current care mixing ratio. We 
would like to improve, not lower 
or merely maintain our current 
level of care mixing. We encour¬ 
age you to recognize the inesti¬ 
mable value of the registered 
nurse in our regional, rural Al¬ 
berta hospitals.

Facing global challenges

On International Women's 
Day, (March 8, 1996), we take 
stock of progress made in some 
areas and criticize the lack of ad¬ 
vancement in others. The out¬ 
come of the Beijing Conference 
on Women and Development last 
September has given many 
women around the world new 
energy and also hope that things 
will really change at the global, as 
well as the local level. Will change 
take place, however, in all coun¬ 
tries? What do we really know 
about the situation of women in 
remote villages or rural areas in 
Asia and Africa? 

In Canada, we seem to be fac¬ 
ing increasing challenges like 
unemployment and welfare cuts, 
rather than seeing improvements 
in the economic or social situa¬ 
tion of many women. 

What about the situation of 
women in countries in Africa 
where 70-80 per cent of local food 
production is the work and re¬ 
sponsibility of women? Most of 
them do not even have access to 
the basic resources of land, credit, 
health care, or education. So far, 


very little recognition is given to 
the contribution, knowledge and 
hard work that millions of women 
perform each and every day. Still, 
without their untiring labour of 
16 hours a day, millions more 
would starve, leave the land, mi¬ 
grate to other countries. 

If you sat down with some of 
these women, as I have had the 
privilege of doing in Mali, Bangla¬ 
desh and Nepahl, and listened to 
their ideas and plans for the fu¬ 
ture, you would share that feeling 
of strength and optimism that 
emanates from their discussions 
and their actions. Yes, they need 
our support and partnership to 
face the challenges of their lives 
and their communities; they also 
need us to question our ap¬ 
proaches to our own economic and 
social challenges as well as the 
global issues. In the end, we will 
all benefit from our combined ac¬ 
tions. Women are essential to 
enhancing and sustaining human 
development.

As the chaos in health care 
continues, Alberta Liberals have 
offered many suggestions that 
would help to ensure that our 
health care system is second to 
none. Recently, we have intro¬ 
duced our policy on how to cre¬ 
ate coordinated and accessible 
ambulance services. To achieve 
this, ambulance services should 
be administered at the regional 
level and coordinated across re¬ 
gions. 

As hospitals shut down or re¬ 
strict emergency care, Albertans 
will rely more and more on ambu¬ 
lance services to get them to a 
hospital where their immediate 
and long term needs can be met. A 
quick and properly managed am¬ 
bulance service will in the long 
run save lives as well as taxpayer 
dollars. We believe that this es¬ 


sential service can not operate 
efficiently and effectively in Al¬ 
berta without some leadership 
from the government. Alberta 
Liberals are prepared to provide 
that leadership. 

Currently there are 113 ambu¬ 
lance operators in Alberta, each 
offering varying levels of access to 
services for different areas of the 
province. The lack of coordina¬ 
tion between these operators has 
resulted in wasted tax dollars, 
people stuck with bills for hun¬ 
dreds of dollars and whole areas 
of the province without service. 
An ambulance service funded by 
the province and administered at 
the regional level would provide a 
quick response and an efficiently 
run service. Regional Health Au¬ 
thorities would have the option to 
contract out ambulance services 
within their region to current 


operators. Any revenues lost by 
municipalities through a takeo¬ 
ver of ambulance service would 
be compensated through their 
municipal grant. 

In addition to a regionally 
coordinated ambulance service, 
Alberta Liberals believe that a 
911 emergency service should 
be implemented province-wide 
and administered regionally. A 
coordinated emergency re¬ 
sponse network within and be¬ 
tween regions for fire, ambu¬ 
lance and police will save lives. 
A 911 service available prov¬ 
ince-wide and a regionally ad¬ 
ministered ambulance service 
would provide the quick and ef¬ 
ficient service for all Albertans.

Federal budget fails to address unemployment crisis

fooled by Finance Minister Paul 
Martin's attempts to portray the 
federal budget as a "responsi¬ 
ble, middle-of-the-road" docu¬ 
ment, warns Alberta Federation 
of Labour president Audrey 
Cormack. 

"The Liberals haven't intro¬ 
duced many new cuts in this 
budget, but they have renewed 
their commitment to implement¬ 
ing the brutal cuts announced 
last year. That means this is the 
year when the real pain will start 
to be felt." 

Starting April 1, the federal 


dollars in funds used by the prov¬ 
inces to pay for health care, edu¬ 
cation and social programs. 
Cormack says these cuts will be 
particularly painful here in Al¬ 
berta because health care and 
other programs have already been 
cut ruthlessly. 

In addition to her concern 
about continuing funding cuts, 
Cormack says she's extremely dis¬ 
appointed by what the budget had 
to say about job creation. 

"In terms of job creation, last 
year's federal budget was a bust 
and this year's budget isn't much 


better," she says. "They've prom¬ 
ised some money for summer jobs 
for students. But the program is 
tiny and it only offers short-term 
jobs paying something close to 
minimum wage." 

Cormack argues that the 
budget does absolutely noth¬ 
ing to create real jobs - long¬ 
term jobs that pay a decent 
wage. 

"It's simply not enough to 
merely encourage the private sec¬ 
tor to hire more workers," says 
Cormack. "The fact is, many Ca¬ 
nadian companies are shedding

A 'dog day afternoon 1 with the Wannamakers

When I first drove into the 
Wannamaker’syard it looked like 
I’d crashed a mini-convention of 
Michelin men. 

Gathered to demonstrate 
what’s involved in running a team 
of sled dogs, the Wannamakers 
peered out from behind untold 
layers of clothing, arctic-style 
boots and mitts, and thick fuzzy 
hats. 

Rick and Dena Wannamaker, 
and daughters Rachel, 12, and 
Chelsea, 9, worked in compan¬ 
ionable silence as they prepared 
to take to the trail with their 
team of Huskies last Wednesday 
afternoon. 

The temperature was -12, al¬ 
though it felt more like -40, yet 
behind their wool scarves, you 
just knew they were smiling. 

They said the question they're 
most often asked in relation to 
their dogs was: Will you take me 
for a ride?' 

That took care of my next ques¬ 
tion, but before I could ask, my 
version of acceptable winter at¬ 
tire garnered a thumb’s down 
from the Wannamaker clan. 

“You can’t go out like that, 
you’ll freeze,” Rick said. 

Four pairs of hands began pass¬ 
ing me an assortment of cold 
weather apparel and a few min¬ 
utes later I looked just like them- 
and I was toasty-warm to boot. 

“It’s surprising,” Dena said. “I 
don’t like cold but once you learn 
to dress for it you develop a whole 
different attitude. Now I hate to 
see Chinooks.” 

“As far as the dogs go, the 
colder it gets, the more they like 
it,” Rick said. 

"I wanted to get involved in a 
sport the whole family could enjoy 


together," Rick added, and it’s 
apparent his expectations have 
more than been met. 

Working with the dogs is 
truly a family affair for the 
Wannamakers. From the small¬ 
est to the tallest, each knows 
how to connect harnesses to lead 
lines, which dog goes where, 
and how to navigate a sled over 
a trail. 

Rachel most enjoys the dogs 
themselves. Unlike some of their 
more competitive Alaskan breth¬ 
ren, Siberian Huskies interact ex¬ 
tremely well with people, and the 


Wannamakers chose the breed 
largely because of that fact. 

For her part, Chelsea prima¬ 
rily enjoys the time spent together 
as a family, but for Dena, the 
silence and beauty found along a 


snow covered trail lends the ven¬ 
ture it’s most enchanting ele¬ 
ment. 

An unexpected perk has been 
the “Husky people” they’ve met 
who entered their world along 
with their dogs. 

Relatively new to the sport 
themselves, Rick and Dena agreed 
that the help and advice gener¬ 
ously offered by local Husky en¬ 
thusiasts and others from 
neighboring communities, includ¬ 
ing Bill Tolley from Bearberry 
and A1 and Shirley Pace from 
Water Valley, has been invalu¬ 


able in the process of familiariz¬ 
ing themselves with all aspects of 
sled-dog running. 

“That part of it has been great, ” 
Rick said, “We’ve met some really 
interesting people through this.” 


While the Wannamakers don’t 
plan to professionally race their 
team, they are thinking about par¬ 
ticipating in more demo events. 
Dena recently ran the dogs in 
such an event at Calgary Olympic 
Park where she held her own, 
coming in 10th in a field of 18 on 
thefirstday. In relating that story 
there were a few allusions to “tip¬ 
ping” which drew smiles across 
the board, and then it was time 
for us to hit the trail. 

The short-lived din accompa¬ 
nying the hook-up process was 
over the instant the dogs were 


attached to the sled line. Silence 
covered the scene like a blanket. 
The dogs strained to take up the 
slack as Rick moved to release the 
brake. 

“Ready?” he asked. 


Mental pictures of tipped sleds 
and runaway dogs prompted some 
hesitation as we pulled away. 

Earlier in the day Dena had 
said: “It’snotlikedrivingahorse. 
You have a brake but you don’t 
have reins; you depend on the 
dogs to respond to voice com¬ 
mands.” 

As we sped past her toward an 
open field she called out,”You 
okay?” 

“I don’t know, you tell me,” I 
responded. “Am I?” 

But by then she was already a 
distant blur, too far away to pick 
up on any misgivings on my part. 
Behind me, Rick guided the sled, 
concentrating on the dogs and 
calling out commands (followed 
by praise when the dogs got it 
right). 

“Please keep on getting it 
right,” I thought to myself. And 
they did. Flawlessly. 

For half an hour we skimmed 
along a crisp well-packed trail (lev¬ 
elled as needed by a snowmobile 
run after a snowfall). 

The silence was punctuated 
only by the occasional command 
from Rick or a question from me. 

I hate being cold more than 
anyone I know, but as I watched 
the dogs lope ahead smoothly 
and gracefully in tandem, the 
crisp air and postcard-perfect 
scenery worked their magic. 

“How was it?” Dena asked as 
we sailed back into the yard. “Did 
you ei\joy it?” 

I looked up at her as I clam¬ 
bered off the sled, stamping my 
feet on the ground to combat a 
chilly nibble just beginning to 
tickle my toes.

and his wife Jocelyn were beaten 
to death with baseball bats in 
what Thompson said was a well- 
planned, calculated, cold blooded 
murder. Even Judge Roy de¬ 
scribed the murders as savage 
crimes with levels of violence that 
words cannot describe. 

The Youth has never displayed 
any remorse for the crime. A psy¬ 
chiatrist who examined the youth 


said there was only a 50 per cent 
chance of the youth ever being 
rehabilitated. 

"Bill C-37, which makes some 
minor changes to the Young Of¬ 
fenders Act, is a useless piece of 
legislation - even though the Jus¬ 
tice Minister likes to brag about 
it," said Thompson. "The local 
committee that worked with the 
youth called for adult court, and 


the public is clearly calling for 
adult court. But Bill C-37 and one 
lone judge are allowing this 
criminal to be tried in youth 
court. "Who is going to be ac¬ 
countable for this ridiculous 
decision?" asked Thompson. "I’ll 
tell you who ought to be. It 
should be the Minister of Jus¬ 
tice, who is proving to be as 
useless as his legislation."

identify the business, describe 
the undertaking, and advertise 
the merchant’s message. Second, 
the signage must address the in¬ 
tended audience. In other words 
who is the signage addressing - 
the pedestrian, motorist, or both? 
Is the signage intended to hold 
the attention of existing or poten¬ 
tial customers? Can the target 
market be described (discount 
shoppers, contemporary, special¬ 
ized)? These first two questions 
will help the merchant under¬ 
stand what they want to say. 
Understanding how to say tit is 
the third fundamental. 

Thirdly, the merchant wants 
to compose a message that will 
meet the previous goals. Usually 
the message is in words but let¬ 
tering style, symbols, colour, illu¬ 
mination and materials also play 
an important role in this mes¬ 
sage. Several considerations en¬ 
ter into this process at this point 


(in no particular order - these are 
all important!): 

1. Is the message familiar and 
easy to understand for the in¬ 
tended audience? It’s important 
to use familiar words that the 
customer already understands so 
as to reach the widest possible 
audience. 

2. Is the message clear and 
direct? 

3. Is the message conveyed sim¬ 
ply - can the customer take in the 
message at a single glance? Less 
is more in many cases. 

4. Is complex information or¬ 
dered and prioritized? Multiple 
pieces of information should be 
assessed in terms of importance 
and placed in a hierarchical man¬ 
ner with the most important in¬ 
formation stated in a prominent 
location, size and colour. Good 
signs rarely have more than two 
or three pieces of information. 

5. Is the message presented 
logically and in a readable form? 
If the sign has more than one 
piece of information does each 
priority proceed from the previ¬ 
ous in a logical manner - the mes¬ 
sages should not jump around. 

6 . Does the message say enough 
(or too much)? The message 
should be brief but not so brief as 
to be incomprehensible. 

7. Is the message businesslike? 
Is the message composed and laid 
out to communicate a serious 
idea? 

8 . For existing signs, has the 
message been well maintained - 
is it still legible? 

As I have said in the past every 
merchant should have a commu¬ 


nications strategy that includes 
attention to the store signage, 
advertising in other media, the 
way that you and your staff work 
with your customers, amongother 
considerations. We are always 
communicating with others even 
when we are not active about it 
(this is why Mom and Dad always 
told us to stand up straight and 
hold a good posture!). Always be 
aware that signage tells the cus¬ 
tomer much more than the sim¬ 
ple content of the text. We com¬ 
municate our business values to 
the outside world with our signage 

- values such as permanence, hon¬ 
esty and integrity. 

The whole idea of “strategy” 
can be summed up in a few words 

- where do we want to be and how 
do we get there. Your business 
strategy should address this most 
basic element and it is worth it to 
spend two or three days develop¬ 
ing a strategic plan to guide your 
future. Strategic plans should al¬ 
ways be re-examined periodically 
and adjusted. Strategic planning 
is really an ongoing process rather 
than some plan or document that 
we write and then put on a shelf. 
The Main Street Project will be 
undergoing its own strategic plan¬ 
ning process in late April and we 
invite everyone in our commu¬ 
nity to take part. We will present 
more information in this regard 
in the near future. (This col¬ 
umn is hosed in part on mate¬ 
rial from Main Street Canada’s 
“Signs on Main Street” which 
is available for viewing in the 
Main Street Project office 2009 - 
20th Avenue). 


Trade show “a smashing success” 


Booth reps talked to land de¬ 
velopers who expressed interest 


in the town. 

“We tried to swing them to 


come out to Didsbury and have 
lunch on the town,” Parliament 


said. “[We said we’d] take them 
on a tour of our land inventory; 
what’s available in terms of de¬ 
velopment in a residential capac¬ 
ity.” 

Currently, Parliament said, the 
town is working with several lo¬ 
cal landowners, furnishing “lots 
and lots of available land” with 
three projects now “on the go”. 
Conceptual designs have already 
been drafted covering “eveiything 
from R1 [quality single family 
dwellings) and R2 [mixed-multi] 
to R3 [mobile lots].” 

The booth experiment was “a 
smashing success”, Parliament 
said. 

“Basically, we ‘sold’ the town. 
We kept hammering that 45 min¬ 
utes puts you in downtown Cal¬ 
gary. We’ve got all the amenities 
and infrastructure of the city here 
in Didsbury. We wanted to expose 
the town to the Calgary corridor. 
People considering building, or 
moving to an outlying commu¬ 
nity should please consider 
Didsbury. Those thinking of 
Okotoks, or Strathmore, or Air¬ 
drie or Cochrane, we want Dids¬ 
bury in that same group. It was 
great exposure and it went over 
very well.”
